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EXPORTING SURPLUS PULP. 


NEW SULPHITE ASSOCIATION 
CLINGS TO THE IDEA. 





Prominent Exporter Tells Why He 
Thinks the Scheme Will Fail—How 
a Fast and Loose Business Has 
Damaged the English [arket. 


The American Sulphite Fibre Association 
has apparently no intention of giving up the 
idea of exporting the surplus pulp in the 
American market to England, even at a 
loss, and certain members cling tenaciously 
to this scheme as the only logical solution 
to the problem of how to get better prices 
and relieve the overproduction. 

When the plan of agreement embodying 
this export idea was declared impracticable 
at last week’s meeting of the association in 
Boston, it was taken to mean that some 
othet scheme would have to be adopted. 
The executive committee’s meeting held in 
this city last Saturday at the office of K. 
B. Fullerton seems to have only more firm- 
ly decided some of the leaders in favor of 
the export idea, however, and it is more 
than likely that the new agreement will con- 
tain certain clauses providing for the ex- 
porting to England of the surplus pulp, 
much upon the same lines as those which 
were a part of the first “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment,” that failed. 

In this connection it is interesting to note 
the opinion of a gentleman prominently 
identified with the export pulp business in 
this country, who says that if the new 
sulphite fibre association persists in carry- 
ing out its present plans for the export of 
pulp such plans will not only prove suicidal 
to the association’s best interests, but will 
deal a positive death blow to all chances 
of American manufacturers and others do- 
ing a legitimate business at a profit in the 
English market. As it is, even now, says 
this exporter, a fast and loose business car- 
ried on by certain irresponsible American 
manufacturers has practically ruined the 
English market for American pulp, and the 
English paper maker is rather inclined to 
fight shy of American pulp at any price. 

A representative of THe Paper TRADE 
JourNAL has talked with several men who 
are engaged in the export pulp business, 
and has secured the views of several rep- 
resentatives of English houses now in this 
country on the subject of exporting Ameri- 
can pulp abroad upon the lines proposed by 
the American Sulphite Fibre Association, 
and they were unanimous in their opinion 
that it could only be done at a great loss 
to the association and at a serious incon- 
venience to those already engaged in the 
business. 

“Tf,” said one man, “the export commit- 
tee is pledged to ship the surplus to Eng- 
land each month, at any old price it can get 
for it, it is only going to be a question of 
time when the English paper maker will 
be sitting back in his office chair calmly 
dictating his own price to the American 
export committee’s representative. He 
will soon find out that the committee has 
to sell the product at any price it can get, 
and he would indeed be very foolish not to 
take advantage of such a good thing. The 
committee has the choice of selling the 
pulp or having it pile up in warehouses on 
its hands. Either of these alternatives, it 
seems to me, means a big loss of money to 
the American Sulphite Fibre Association, 
and when the committee comes to divide 
this loss pro rata among the mills, then the 
fun will begin. Mills that have had no sur- 
plus to ship abroad will have to bear a pro- 
portionate share of the expense. And all 
for what? Simply to secure a mythical 
better price for the domestic product, this 
price to be adhered to by manufacturers 
who are bound solely by their honor and a 
totally unbusinesslike agreement. Has a 
manufacturer any assurance that other 
members are not going to undersell the 


agreed upon price? None whatever. Is 
there any penalty for sucha violation? No, 
there isn’t. Does any manufacturer believe 
that a price could be maintained under 
such conditions? I think not.” 

There is a story being told about the 
trade, some allusion to it being made at the 
late Boston sulphite conference, concern- 
ing a big sulphite manufacturer down East 
who some time last spring went to England 
to build up a market for his pulp. He in- 
terested a certain Liverpool paper mer- 
chant in his, project, and quoted him a 
price which was something like £8 deliver- 
ed. The pulp was to be put up in burlap, 
and not in paper, and it was guaranteed to 
be equal to, if not better than, the Norwe- 
gian article. The Liverpool man found no 
difficulty in securing orders aggregating 
1,000 tons at the price asked, but when he 
sent them over to the New England man 
to fill, the latter coolly “laid down” and 
refused to touch them. The presumption 
is that when he got home he set 
his bookkeeper to work figur- 
ing out the freight to Manchester, and how 
much profit it would leave him at £8 deliv- 
ered, and that when he found that it was 
impossible to make any profit on the trans- 
action he very discreetly decided to get 
out of it. Of course, he had plenty of ex- 
cuses. He had quoted the prices he did, 
“subject to contingencies.” His hydraulic 
press had broken down. He couldn't get 
steamers, etc., etc. All of which thorough- 
ly disgusted the Liverpool merchant, as 
well as his customers, 

It hasn’t been so very long since that 
the Boston paper trade was doing con- 
siderable talking about the peculiar actions 
of a certain shoe man of the Hub who is 
a stockholder in a down East pulp mill. 
The shoe man had decided to send a sales- 
man to England to drum up business 
among the shoe trade. A bright idea 
struck the shoe pulp man. Why not let 
the drummer take some pulp samples along 
as a side line? The salesman was delight- 
ed. He was quite satisfied that he could 
talk pulp with just as easy grace as he 
could expatiate upon shoes. He started 
out. He knew his shoe business all right, 
but he got slightly mixed when he got on- 
to pulp. Being a shrewd Yankee, however, 
he did not let his lack of knowledge of 
the sulphite business worry him, and he 
cheerfully made contracts at prices rang- 
ing from £7 10s. to £8 c. i. f., Manchester, 
which the down East mill very promptly 
refused to fill when it received them. This, 
of course, was liable to make the English 
paper makers, who had placed their orders | 
with the shoe drummer, feel quite pleased 
with American methods of doing busi- 
ness.

STATE FOREST PRESERVE. 
About 250,000 Acres of Land Ac~- 
cepted Under the $1,000,000 
Appropriation. 


A dispatch from Albany, N. Y., says 
that of the $1,000,000 appropriated by the 
last legislature for the purchase of land in 
Adirondack State Park, the State Forest 
Preserve Board has provided for the ex- 
penditure of all but $170,000. The State 
has so far accepted about 250,000, at an 
average price of about $3.50-per ‘acre. On 
the land so far accepted $300,000 only has 
thus far been paid by the State Comptrol- 
ler, as the owner of the remaining lands 
have not yet been able to give a perfect 
title for their lands to the State. In addi- 
tion to the above, the State already owned 
about 900,000 acres of Adirondack land. 
There remains about 1,500,000 acres in the 
hands of private owners in that region, and 
it is estimated that the State should secure 
control of at least one-half of this land 
to complete the objects for which the 
forest preserve was established.

ThE MISSOURI PAPER CO. 


ITS FAILURE AND THE SUBSE- 
QUENT PROCEEDINGS. 





Sale of the Stock and Fixtures—Those 
Who Were Interested in the Sale— 
Very Little for Unsecured Credit- 
ors, Who Threatened Fight. 


ST. Lovu!s, Mo., December 7, 1897. 

A general review of the events and hap- 
penings in the business world during the 
fortnight just closed reveals incidents of a 
startling and almost tragic nature in the 
paper industries of the city. In fact, occur- 
rences have been making history rapidly. 
Failures, fires and discontinuances of old 
and well-known establishments have fol- 
lowed each other in quick succession, but 
some of the houses, phoenix like, have 
risen again, rehabilitated and renewed al- 
most as soon as destroyed. 

The chapter of accidents was first begun 
by the Missouri Paper Company, whose 
troubles were recited in the columns of 
Tue Journat last week. As previously an- 
nounced, the stock, eagle printing 
plant of the company were sold “at public 
auction November 30, at the warerooms of 
the company. There were present a large 
number of Eastern and Western creditors, 
who had come with the intention of look- 
ing after their respective interests, beside 
several principals and agents of foreign and 
local houses, who appeared as bidders for 
the stock. Promptly at 12 o'clock noon 
Mose Herold, trustee, announced that he 
was ready to receive bids upon the stock, 
fixtures, etc., which inventoried about $55,- 
ooo. The Graham Paper Company, through 
Murray French, opened the bids at $10,000. 
This was quickly followed up by bids from 
the Libby & Williams Paper Company, 
Carter, Rice & Co., and Texas Paper Com- 
pany, who soon raised each other to the 
$20,000 mark. Then the offers became nar- 
rowed down to the Graham Paper Com- 
pany and Carter, Rice & Co., who engaged 
in a spirited bidding contest reaching up 
to $35,500, when Mr. Lasar, on behalf of 
the Texas Paper Company, offered $36,- 
ooo, and, being the highest bidder, secured 
the stock. 

Just before the sale L. V. Walkley, of the 
Consolidated S. O. S. Bag Company, New 
York, replevied a large lot of bags, which 
his company had shipped to the Missouri 
Paper Company. His action was promptly 
followed by W. H. Hasbrouck & Co., of 
New York, who issued attachments for 
several hundred dollars, and by Putnam, 
Hooker & Co. for $800. The purchase 
money for stock will barely satisfy the pre- 
ferred creditors, as after defraying attor- 
neys’ fees and other expenses there will be 
less than $35,000 left. 

The preferred creditors are National 
Bank of Commerce, $15,000; Texas Paper 
Company; Dallas, Tex., $10,500; Elias Hai- 
man, $9,000; Ben Adler, $500. 

There were outstanding accounts due the 
firm of about $30,000, some of which are 
uncollectable. Some of these accounts 
were turned over to the bank by the as- 
signee to satisfy its claim in full. After 
a general summary there will be little left 
to the unpreferred creditors, not over 10 
cents on the dollar. As there will yet be 
left after the payment of the preferences 
about $85,000 of liabilities unprovided for, 
a number of creditors express great disap- 
pointment at the disastrous turn affairs 
have taken for them, and have announced 
their intention of contesting the matter to 
the last extremity through the courts. 

The Texas Paper Company has placed 
R. C. Pollock in charge as temporary man- 
ager, and will operat&\the new company 
under the name of the Missouri Paper and 
Box Company. It is said the old corps of 
traveling salesmen will be employed to take 
the road for the company. Among this 
number are Louis Mason and H. Houser, 





who will leave next week for their respec- 
tive territories, Mounp City.

MACHINERY FOR MEXICO. 





An Order Placed for an American Paper 
Machine. 





Tue JourNaAt recently noted the arrival 
of José Sanchez Ramos, his two sons, José 
Sanchez Juaros and Delfin Sanchez Juaros, 
and Albert Woern, of Mexico, who came to 
this country to purchase American paper 
making machinery. They represent the 
Compania de las Fabricas de Papel de San 
Rafael y Anexas, S, A., to which the Mex- 
ican Government has given the exclusive 
right to manufacture ground wood, sulphite 
fibre and soda fibre for twenty years. There 
are now in the company’s mills two Four- 
drinier machines, which were purchased in 
Europe, and owing to the increase of busi- 
ness it was decided to enlarge the equip- 
ment. 

After visiting a number of the important 
paper mills in the East, these gentlemen 
have placed an order for a fast running 
Fourdrinier machine with the Pusey & 
Jones Company, of Wilmington, Del. This 
machine will be 132 inches wide, and will 
embody all the new and valuable features 
known to the trade. The purchasers recog- 
nize the importance of having in their mill 
the best machinery that can be obtained. 

The machine will be driven by means of 
an electric motor. The company is at pres- 
ent using motors to drive its wood grind- 
ers, and is well pleased with the result. The 
electricity is generated by water power and 
conveyed to the different sections of the 
mill, where it is used to great advantage. 

The president of the Mexican company 
above referred to is Tomas Braniff, one of 
the most wealthy and prominent citizens of 
Mexico. The fact that such names as Bran- 
iff and Sanchez Ramos, who have a nation- 
al reputation for wealth, ability and social 
standing, are to be found upon the list of 
paper makers, is very pleasurable and grati- 
fying to those who are interested in this 
line of business. 

Messrs. Sanchez Ramos and Woern have 
also purchased a few more grinders for their 
plant from Olin Scott, Bennington, Vt., and 
have contracted with the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company, of 
Pittsburg, Pa., for the erection of a com- 
plete electric power plant of 1,500 horse 
power. Pelton water wheels are to be used 
in connection with this plant. 

The company has recently purchased a 
large tract of spruce timber land at a dis- 
tance of about 15 miles from its sulphite 
fibre plant at San Rafael, and will shortly 
construct an electric railway connecting this 
property with its paper and pulp mill. The 
equipment of this road will probably also 
be bought in the United States.

The printing establishment of Henry 
Gohers & Son, Muncy, Pa., has been dam- 
aged by fire. Loss, $500. 

A fierce fire in the five-story brownstone 
business building at No. 148 Duane street 
last Sunday afternoon destroyed stock 
and other property valued at $70,000. The 
fourth and fifth floors were occupied by the

The “National Provisioner” says: “The 
industrial supremacy of this country is as 
much as virtually admitted by Great Brit- 
ain. Her statesmen are endeavoring to 
protect home manufacturers against legiti- 
mate American competition by preventing 
English buyers from knowing where goods 
superior to their own can be obtained. 
Having invaded the English home and 
colonial markets we have established our 
right to the position we hold by supplying 
manufactured and other products whose 
superior quality could not fail of recogni- 
tion. American products of all kinds have 
displaced those of England in many quar- 
ters of the globe, and it is frankly admit- 
ted by honest Englishmen that more atten- 
tion to local requirements on our part, su- 
perior finish, lower price, more careful 
packing and the omission to make special 
charges therefor, cheaper freights and more 
rapid communication have all contributed 
to our conquest of the markets of the 
world. The absurdity of claiming, as some 
Englishmen do, that American workmen 
are not so exacting as to hours of labor and 
work longer than the Englishman is ap- 
parent, for while there may be less inter- 
ference with the conduct of business af- 
fairs on the part of American trades unions, 
the wages and hours of labor of the Ameri- 
can workman, more through natural condi- 
tions than through organization, are decid- 
edly better than those of the English. The 
fact that we have conquered is not due to 
any exploitation of labor, but simply to the 
efficiency of the workmen’s labor, the 
larger use of improved machinery, and the

of foreign goods, and that commodities not 
of English origin be simply stamped ‘Made 


Abroad.’ The purpose in view is plain 
and cannot be concealed. It is interesting 
to reflect, and it is a noteworthy fact, that 


originally the law which compelled speci- 


fication of the name of the country of ori- 
gin was designed to protect British manu- 
facturers against fraud by the sale of for- 
eign merchandise as English. Our friends 
across the pond were then so sure of their 
superiority that they compelled dealers to 
mark their foreign goods ‘Made in Amer- 
ica’ or ‘Made in Germany,’ as the case 
might be. These marks having become 
badges of merit, England seeks to suppress 
them. Could there be a more illogical or 
unfair law than one prohibiting exporters 
from indicating the origin of the goods 
they sell? How would some of our packers 


feel if they could not indicate the origin of 


their hams, bacon, etc., having expended 
thousands of dollars in establishing a repu- 
tation for their products. England should 


have the courage to adopt some system of 


protection or else face all the consequences 
of freest competition.”

Changes in Patent Laws. 









































Alexander & Davis, patent solicitors, of 
Washington, D. C., have prepared a sum- 
mary of the recently amended patent laws, 
as follows: 

1. Heretofore every United States patent 
was limited to expire with the shortest term 
foreign patent, if any prior foreign patent 
had been obtained by the inventor. This 
provision has been cancelled and the United 
States patent will be granted to run its full 
term of seventeen years. No United States 
patent will be granted, however, if a foreign 
application has been filed by the United 
States applicant more than seven months 
prior to the application in this country. 

2. A United States patent will not be 
granted where the invention was described 
in any printed publication in this or any 
country or patented in any foreign country 
more than two years prior to the filing of 
the United States application. 

3. An applicant must not neglect to pros- 
ecute his application for more than one year 
from the date of the last official action; 
heretofore the limit was two years. 

4. Assignments, grants and conveyances 
should be acknowledged before a notary 
public, in which case the certificate of such 
acknowledgment shall be made prima facie 
evidence of the execution of such convey- 
ance, thereby dispensing with proof of the 
execution of the paper. 

These amendments go into effect January 
1, 1898, and do not affect application filed 
prior to that date.

The Associated Press this morning has a 
dispatch from New York, stating that the 
effort to make a combination in prices has | 
failed. This is not regarded as authorita- 
tive here, however, or as affecting the reali- 
zation of the present plans of the Eastern 
men. Some irresponsible statement was 
sént out to the press from this part of the 
country a short time ago, saying that if an 
Eastern combination was made the West- 
ern men would fight it. This, of course 
was ridiculous, as the Western men very 
generally hope that the East will be able to 
carry out its plans. If any effect of such 
an action should spread West it would be 
favorable, if anything, to the interests of

this part of the country. 

In regard to prices in the West, advances 
have been made all along the line, with the 
exception of on flat papers, and a conserva- | 
tive manufacturer estimates that the aver- 
age advance so far recorded amounts to 
about ™% cent per pound. Even with these 
advances, however, prices in the West are 
still lower than they have been in the East | 
on all grades, Eastern men having gotten 
better prices all along than Western men. 
The present tone of the market is very 
good, and it is felt that prices will continue 
to be benefited. The book market is es- 
pecially strong just now. The mills are full 
of orders, and many .inquiries are being 
received for yearly contracts at present 
prices, which seems to evidence a belief on 
the part of the purchasers that prices will 
go higher before they go lower. One man- 
ufacturer submitted a figure on 200 tons 
of print, and got a telegraphic order back 
for 500 tons at the price made. Altogether, 
the situation seems very favorable. 

All the building work for the addition to 
be made to the mill of the Riverside Fibre 
Company, in this city, has been completed, 
and this morning the steam engine and the | 
new digester arrived, and are now on the 
cars at the mill. Work will be commenced 
this morning in getting this machinery un- 
loaded and set up.

Matters of general interest are 
scarce this week. 

Nothing of importance seems to have 
eventuated in local trade circles during the 
past seven days, or if anything is on the 
tapis no mention of it comes to notice. 

Trade conditions are about the same as 
reported last week; nor is any change 
looked for until next month. 

January settlements are being antici- 
pated, and that fact tends to curtail busi- 
ness movements. : 

Since December is always a quiet month 
in the paper business, the dullness is ac- 
cepted with customary grace. 

While business is dull with jobbers in 
most branches of trade, retail business 
is said to be quite heavy, as is only nat- 
ural during the days before Christmas. 
With a large distribution of goods this 
winter, the spring business will be all the 
better. 

So far as can be judged from the reports 
of paper manufacturers, conditions are 
very favorable for a good business within 
the next sixty days. 


At present manufacturers are not buy- | 
ing supplies very liberally, which accounts | 


for the dullness in the paper stock mar- 
ket. ; 

Ground wood pulp is very scarce, and 
still holds up well in price. 

Sulphite fibre continues quite firm, and 
most of the mills are said to be well sold 
up. 

The organization of the sulphite manu- 
facturers, while not yet bringing to bear 
any influences to advance prices, is claimed 
to have already been very beneficial in 
giving a firmer tone to the market. The

| of the facts. There was no combustible 
| material kept in the Third street building 
| at all, this being stored in the Main street 
warehouse. This statement was also con- 
curred in by J. L. Pollard, vice-president of 
| the company. After an examination of the 
premises, after the fire, it was the opinion 
of both Mr. Sawyer and Mr. Pollard that 
the fire was caused by electric wires, which 
entered the building. 

The Sawyer Paper Company began busi- 
ness in March, 1859, but was incorporated 
1889, with F. O. Sawyer, president: J. L. 
Pollard, vice-president, and I. D. Seymour, 
| secretary. When the walls of the Sawyer 
| building collapsed it crushed the third-story 
building, 312 Locust street, opposite,

of these concerns were insured, and the loss

LO! THE POOR CREDITOR. 





He Has a Sad Story to Tell in Connection 
with an Alabama Failure. 


The creditor’s lot, like that of the police- 
man, is not a happy one, and from ‘way 
down in Montgomery, Ala., comes the 
story of a failure in the stationery trade 
which not only bears out this aphorism, but 
which adds a new and forceful significance 
to it. 

L. Seligman, dealer in books, stationery 
and stationery supplies, at Montgomery, 
Ala., is to be sold out by the sheriff on next 
Tuesday; December 14. This sale was orig- 
inally scheduled for December 3. It didn’t 
take place because some cheerful anony- 
mous letter writer apprized certain of the 
unsuspecting creditors that the circum- 
stances surrounding the withdrawal from 
business life of L. Seligman might not bear 
impartial investigation. 

The first intimation which the New York 
creditors received that something was 
wrong in Montgomery, Ala., came in the 
form of a commercial agency report on No- 
vember 15, and which stated that attach- 
ments had been levied in favor of local 
Montgomery creditors for $8,800. 

L. Seligman had been in business in 
Montgomery, Ala., since 1885, and he en- 
joyed an excellent reputation for prompt 
payments. Last June he was succeeded in 
his business by the Gassenheimer Paper 
Company, Selig Gassenheimer proprietor. 
Sometime in July Mr. Seligman came to 
New York, and announced his intention of 
resuming business for himself. He placed 
numerous big orders with wholesalers in the 
trade, in New York and New England, and 
then returned to Montgomery, where he 
opened his new establishment early in the 
month of August. 

The goods purchased in New York and 
elsewhere began to arrive in large quanti- 
ties. When the store was closed on No- 
vember 15 there should have been some- 
where about the premises many thousand 








child in Montgomery, for orders placed in 
New York during the summer were still 
coming in. There should have been more 
than enough stationery in that store, say the 
New York creditors, to stock several good- 
sized stationery establishments. But there 
wasn’t. In consequence of which the New 
York creditors are sad eyed and heavy 
hearted, and stoutly refuse to be comforted. 

It has been remarked by several of the 
creditors that if they had only been warned 
by certain anonymous communications, 
which they received during the two weeks 
previous to the attachments being levied, 
they might have saved themselves much 
subsequent worry. Investigation has discov- 
ered that the writer of these anonymous let- 
ters, which were received by several credit- 
ors, alleged that goods purchased by Selig- 
man had disappeared, and he was about to 
transfer his assets. f 

Even after the news of the first attach- 


tin 


ment had been received, many of the New BE 
York creditors, who were interested for 
large amounts, were loath to believe that 
there was any reason why they should feel 
uneasy about their claims. But as time = 


wore on the affair assumed a less roseate 
hue, and things began to grow decidedly 
less cheerful. Later information stated 
that the first attachment had been sued 
out against Seligman in favor of the 
Merchants’ and Planters’ National Bank 
of Montgomery for 8,800, and that ad- 
ditional ones had been secured by S. L. 
Levoir, for $2,380, and United States Play- 
ing Card Company, for $159. 

An inventory of stock, as taken by the 
sheriff and appraised by him, amounted to 
$8,100. The attachments fully covered the 
stock of goods in Seligman’s store. But, 
said certain of the New York creditors 
what has become of all the goods received 
within a comparatively short time of the 
failure? Where have they gone? The sher- 
iff shrugs his shoulders and deigns not to 
answer. Mr. Seligman lies low, and says 
nothing. The Gassenheimer Paper Com- 
pany likewise preserves a frigid silence. And 
Echo answers: “Where?” Among the cred- 
itors who would like to know are the fol- 
lowing:

Faber, the Thaddeus Davids Company, the 
Haley Ink Company, Henry Bainbridge & 
Co.,the Ph. Hake Manufacturing Company, 
S. S. Stafford, the Logan, Swift & Brigham 
Envelope Company, the Hurlbut Station- 
ery Company, Esterbrook Steel Pen Com- 
pany, the Miller Brothers Cutlery Com- 
pany, and the Southworth Company. 
* All these concerms think it peculiar that 
no trace of their goods can be found in the 
Seligman store. Records of the railroad 
company at Montgomery show that the 
freight on the goods was paid in every in- 
stance by L. Seligman, and that the goods 
were taken from the warehouse by him. 

The majority of the creditors named 
above have placed their claims in the hands 
of the Stationers’ Board of Trade, which has 
already announced its intention of fighting 
the case. The attaching creditors and L. 
Seligman signed an agreement last week 
whereby the sheriff was to sell the stock of 
merchandise on December 3. Farnham, 
Crum & Weil, attorneys representing the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade, believing that 
this was a move to avoid further, attempts 
to claim goods, blocked the little game by 
filing a petition on which they obtained a 
restraining order postponing the date of the 
sale until December 14. These attorneys 
are said to be in possession of all the infor- 
mation contained in the various anonymous 
communications received by creditors pre- 
vious to the failure, and it is more than like- 
ly that these will aid theffi in their investi- 
gations of what is clearly a case for the 
Credit Men’s Association to look into. 

There are now pending several suits for 
property that has been replevied, and a suit 
has been instituted against the sheriff for the 
possession of certain goods identified by the

We have already 
seen that M. St. Leger Didot, Robert’s em- 
ployer, having come into possession of the 
latter’s patent rights in the new machine, 


set about exploiting it on his own account. 
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It is curious, by the way, that Es- 
sonnes, the scene of the earliest attempts to 
make paper by a machine, should also have 
been one of the places where paper making 
was first carried on in France in any form.

Didot is invariably the man, though it seems to 
have altogether escaped notice that he stood to 
Robert in precisely the same position, legally, as 
the Fourdriniers did to Gamble, i. e., as the as- 
signee of another man’s patent, a position which 
afterwards largely contributed to the Fourdriniers’ 
financial embarrassments.

This sheet was 
endless, and supported by the two wooden rollers 
B, ¢ It had its movement from C to B by 
means of two brass cylinders placed under the 
head E, “between which the same is pressed, and 
repassing under the lower cylinder it goes and 
extends itself above the vessel (i. e., the large 
oval shaped vat situate immediately under the 
wire, and seen in plan in the drawing), where it 
receives the composition for the paper, which is 
continually and abundantly supplied by the “fly” 
8, inclosed in a case or “chapiteau” represented 
in drawimg No. 2, in which this fly is seen as if 
uncovered. On both sides of the sheet are seen 
copper clasps, which are affixed to it at equal 
distances; and the sheet is bordered on both sides 
with eelskins (!) cut into straps or ribands, folded 
in two upon the breadth, and pierced with a small 
hole at the place of each clasp, in order to let 
the brace or hook pass to the outside. These 
clasps serve to extend the sheet in its breadth 
and prevent its discharging itself in length by 
meahs of copper rulers, which slide through the 
clasps."" B was a wooden roller, which passed 
under the folded sheet, and served to stretch it 
in length by means of two cheeks, N, N, which 
supported the roller, and were put in motion by 
the reacting vice O placed in the middle. C was 
another roller of wood, which sustained the end 
of the sheet stretched out upon the vessel, sus- 
pended by the balancer 12 under which the sheet 
passed. D was a third wooden roller pressing light- 
ly upon the action of two elastic supporters which 
sustained it. This roller served to receive or take 
off the paper as it came out from between the 
cylinders where it had been pressed. Each time 
that this roller was sufficiently loaded with paper 
it was replaced, without stopping the machine, by 
another roller of wood, which instantly seized the 
sheet which followed. The only attention then re- 
quired was that the rollers were always wetted be- 
fore being put in motion. “It is this humidity which 
enables the same instantly to seize the sheet and 
envelop it round its body.” E, cap or piece of 
timber placed upon the frame of the press and 
exterior woodwork of the floor of the vessel.

There has just been published by the 
Commissioner of Patents the decision ren- 
dered by Judge Kirkpatrick, of the United 
States Circuit Court for the District of 
New Jersey, in the case of the Morgan En- 
velope Company against D. S. Walton & 
Co., the plaintiff having brought suit for 
“Colum-

cision was as follows: 

The complainants, the Morgan Envelope 
Company, filed their bill in this court, set- 
ing out that for more than ten years last 
past, continuously, they had manufactured 
a superior quality of tissue paper which has 
been known, identified and called for as 
“Columbia,” and which is known and re- 
ferred to by such designation “Columbia” 
in connection with a symbolic or allegorical 
representation of Columbia, and charging 
the defendants, D. S. Walton & Co., with 
the use of a similar design upon their wrap- 
per of tissue paper in contravention of 
complainants’ rights, and in such manner 
as to constitute an unfair and fraudulent 
competition in business, and asking for an 
injunction to restrain the defendants from 
making use of said wrapper or label or any 
colorable imitation in connection with tis- 
sue paper not made by complainants. To 
this bill the defendants filed their answer, 
together with affidavits, denying all the ma- 
terial allegations in the complainants’ bill 
and in order to obtain full relief touching 
the matters of the original bill (Morgan 
Company vs. Texas Central Railroad, 137 
U. S., 171) by leave of the court filed their 
cross-bill, in which they claimed for them- 
selves the exclusive use®f the label charged 
by the complainants to be a fraudulent imi- 
tation, and founded their right upon the ap- 
propriation and use of the word “Colum- 
bia” as applied to tissue paper and the con- 
tinuous use of the same for a period of 
seventeen years prior to the filing of their 
bill. The defendants in their cross-bill ask 
for the same relief against the complain- 
ants which had been asked against them- 
selves in the original bill. 

From the affidavits filed these facts were 
disclosed: In 1883 D. S. Walton & Co., the 
defendants, were manufacturers of tissue 
paper which, without other distinguishing 
mark, they placed upon the market labeled 
“Columbia,” and that since that time they 
continued to so label and sell it; that it has 
been known to the trade and has been 
called for as “Columbia” paper; that in 
1885 or 1886 the complainants, being like 
manufacturers of tissue paper, adopted and 
placed upon their product, without other 
distinguishing mark, a figure of the god- 
dess Columbia, with the name “Columbia” 
upon the shield and the letters “Columbia” 
upon the sides of the package, which paper 
has also been known to the trade and called 
for by the name “Columbia;” that in 1893 
the defendants were induced to place upon 
their packages a figure of Columbia which 
is in all respects similar to that used by the 
complainants. 

There cannot be any question that under 
these circumstances there is grave danger 
that the goods may be mistaken the one for 
the other. If the question presented were 
only the one raised by the complainant's 
bill I should not hesitate to grant it the 
relief asked for, but the prior application 
by the defendants of the word “Colum- 
bia” to the same product changes the sit- 
uation of the parties. 

It cannot be said that Walton & Co. ac- 
quired a technical trade mark in the word 
“Columbia,” in view of the decision of Co- 
lumbia Mills Company vs. Alcorn (150 U. 
S., 460); but that they were the first per- 
sons, so far as the record shows, to apply 
the word to this article of production can- 
not be disputed. By such application and 
continued use their paper became known to 
the trade and the public generally. It ac- 
quired a reputation for quality, and the 
name was a distinctive mark of excellence. 
The figure of Columbia afterward added 
by the complainants cannot be regarded as 
more than a mere amplification of the word 
“Columbia,” previously appropriated. It 
conveys no further or other idea than the 
word, and can be regarded only as a differ- 
ent way of expressing it. It is apparent 
that inasmuch as none of the wrappers in 
controversy bear the names of the makers 
the packages must be known and desig- 
nated and called for by the users as “Co- 
lumbia” paper, whether the word “Colum- 
bia” be expressed in letters alone or in a 
figure typifying Columbia. So it would hap- 
pen that whether a purchaser wanted the 
package of the complainants or the de- 
fendants he must ask for “Columbia” pa- 
per. It would be impossible for the seller 
to know which of the manufactured articles 
was desired, and the public would be ren- 
dered liable to have imposed upon it goods 
which they did not want. Such a condition 
must inevitably lead to confusion in the 
trade, disappointment to the general public, 
deception of ultimate purchasers, and be

THE RIVERSIDE’S PURCHASE.

In the télegraph matter of THE Jour- 
| NAL recently was mentioned the sale of two 
acres of ground by the Holyoke Water 
Power Company to the Riverside Paper 
Company, of Holyoke, Mass. The an- 
nouncement was an interesting one to the 
manufacturers of Holyoke, and there is 
| much speculation upon the outcome. Just 
| what the company desires of the land does 
not appear to be plain upon the surface, but 
it is stated that it has an eye upon a possible 
future extension of its plant, although 
| it would seem that the present magnificent 
| mills are fully capable of caring for the 
| present business, unless that company is 
| blessed beyond the measure of most of the 
local mills. It is also possible that the 
| company has in mind the controlling of the 
| location of any manufactories that may be 
| put up at Riverside in the future. The pur- 
| chasing of this strip of land practically 
does away with the possibility of any more 
concerns locating in that immediate sec- 
tion, as the land controls valuable water 
power from the third level canal, and a mill 
located upon this land could be cheaply 
connected with the water power. 
Superintendent Toole says nothing, but 
it is safe wagering that he had a finger in 
the deal of suggesting its purchase by his 
company. It is doubtful if the company 
seriously contemplates erecting additional
